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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 

I.  REJECTION  OF  BIDS:  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with 
the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional 
advance,  may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would 
be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.

GUARANTY:  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue 
every  lot  correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  sale 
to  point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description,  genu- 
ineness, authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set  aside  on 
account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection  not  noted 
or  pointed  out.    Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

Every  lot  is  on  public  exhibition  one  or  more  days  prior  to  its  sale,  and 
the  Association  will  give  consideration  to  the  opinion  of  any  trustworthy  expert

FOREWORD 


THE  magnificent  mansion  of  "Idle  hour"  at  Oakdale,  Long 
Island,  the  former  country  residence  of  the  late  William  K. 
Vanderbilt,  was  one  of  the  architectural  triumphs  of  the  past 
generation.  Built  about  twenty-five  years  ago  at  a  cost  ot 
more  than  six  million  dollars,  it  has  been  one  of  the  show 
places  of  the  fashionable  Long  Island  district.  The  house,  with  its  one 
hundred  and  ten  rooms  and  forty-five  bathrooms,  was  the  centre  of  a 
small  kingdom  of  eight  hundred  acres.  Five  miles  of  canals  flowed 
through  the  great  woods;  the  barns  alone  covered  four  acres,  and  beside 
the  mansion  ten  smaller  houses  were  dotted  about  the  estate  for  the 
retainers  and  tenants  of  the  Vanderbilt  family.  A  huge  stable  accommo- 
dated at  one  time  a  stud  of  seventy-five  race  horses  which  carried  the  colors 
of  the  late  William  K.  Vanderbilt  on  the  American  turf;  the  garage  held 
more  than  one  hundred  cars  during  the  occasions  of  the  country  house 
parties  which  were  a  feature  of  the  old  lavish  regime.  The  property 
passed  on  the  foreclosure  of  the  mortgage  to  Harold  Vanderbilt,  from 
whom  the  present  consignors  purchased  it. 

The  tapestries  include  a  set  of  four  magnificent  Brussels  hunting 
subjects  of  the  seventeenth  century,  five  Louis  Quinze  verdures,  an  im- 
portant Gobelins  armorial  tapestry  of  superb  coloring  after  a  cartoon  of 
Charles  Le  Brun,  and  several  smaller  pieces. 

The  furniture  comprises  suites  in  the  Georgian  and  Chippendale  taste, 
with  chairs,  settees,  tables,  bookcases  and  cabinets,  a  number  of  beautifullv 
carved  oak  credenze,  chests  and  thrones  in  the  styles  of  Francois  Ier  and 
Henri  II,  many  by  the  finest  cabinetmakers  of  contemporary  Paris,  and  a 
Louis  XV  example,  signed  by  the  m  ait  re  ebeniste  P.  Roussel.  Among  the 
original  bedroom  furniture  is  the  large  Empire  suite  of  Mr.  W.  K. 
Vanderbilt  and  the  gray  laque  French  furniture  formerly  in  the  room  of 
Miss  Consuelo  Vanderbilt.  In  addition,  there  is  an  important  set  of 
twelve  walnut  chairs  covered  in  the  finest  Aubusson  tapestry. 

Together  with  the  fine  fittings  will  be  sold  hangings  and  bedspreads 
in  velvets,  brocatelles  and  printed  fabrics,  a  number  of  French  ormolu 
clock  garnitures,  porcelains  and  other  objects. 

A  great  deal  of  sentimental  interest  attaches  to  the  disposal  of  the 
famous  decorations  of  the  old  Vanderbilt  house  and  few  of  the  objects 
which  will  come  under  the  hammer  are  without  gorgeous  associations  of 
one  kind  or  another.
